Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Siveter  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  putting  before  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1925. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  this  report  takes  the  form  of  a Survey  Report  and 
is  therefore  of  rather  a fuller  character  than  usual.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Ministry  that  reports  of  this  character  should 
be  issued  every  five  years.  I cannot  deal  with  the  five-yearly 
period  as  I was  not  your  Medical  Officer  at  the  commencement 
of  the  period.  In  the  statistical  tables  however,  I have  in 
most  instances  included  figures  for  the  past  five  years. 

The  greatest  cause  for  satisfaction  is  the  marked  reduction 
in  infantile  mortality,  the  figure  for  1925  being  the  lowest  on 
record  for  the  City. 

The  housing  conditions  of  many  of  the  people,  particularly 
the  continued  prevalence  of  marked  overcrowding,  is  still  a 
serious  problem,  and  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  clear  away 
the  unhealthy  and  undesirable  dwellings  in  the  City. 


There  has  been  important  legislation  during  the  year, 
the  following  enactments  having  been  passed  or  come  into

Housing  Act,  1925. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.

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DIPHTHERIA. 


70  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  City  during 
the  year,  of  which  67  were  treated  at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  3 at  home.  Four  cases  were  also  admitted  to  Hospital 
from  the  County. 

There  were  four  deaths  of  City  cases  during  the  year,  of 
which  2 occurred  in  Hospital.  One  case,  admitted  at  noon  on 
the  third  day  of  illness  died  the  same  evening.  The  other  case, 
admitted  in  the  evening  with  an  indefinite  history  going  back 
six  days,  only  showed  signs  of  Diphtheria  on  the  day  of 
admission,  and  died  early  next  morning,  having  had  signs  of 
heart  failure  from  the  time  of  admission. 

There  were  very  few  complications,  though  several  of  the 
cases  admitted  to  Hospital,  at  a late  stage,  caused  considerable 
anxiety. 

The  complications  consisted  of — Serum  rash  5,  Albuminuria 
1,  Paralysis  of  Eyes  (Squint)  1,  and  Otorrhoea  1. 

In  one  case,  owing  to  persistent  finding  of  B.  Diphtherise 
in  swabs  from  the  throat,  the  tonsils  were  removed  by  Dr. 
Smurthwaite.  The  carrier  condition  cleared  up  immediately. 

Two  Carrier  cases  were  also  admitted  to  Hospital. 

In  addition,  11  cases  were  admitted  as  Diphtheria,  and 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from — Tonsillitis  9,  Otitis  Media  1, 
Croup  with  Laryngeal  spasm  1. 

No  " Return  ” cases  were  reported. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that,  speaking  generally,  the 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  diagnosed  and  notified  at  an  earlier 
stage  than  the  previous  year.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

48  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the  City  during 
the  year,  of  which  41  were  treated  at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  7 at  home. 

In  addition,  8 cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  from  the 
County. 

No  " Return  ” cases  were  reported. 

The  disease  was  of  a particularly  mild  type  during  the 
year,  with  no  mortality. 

Two  of  the  cases  admitted  from  outside  the  City  were  of 
a severe  type,  but  reacted  satisfactorily  to  injections  of  anti- 
strepococcus  serum. 

Complications  arose  in  a few  cases  as  follows  : — Joint 
Pains  4,  Otorrhoea  1,  Albuminuria  4,  Nephritis  1,  Otitis  Media 
1,  and  Jaundice  1. 

One  case  was  admitted  to  Hospital  on  the  20th  day  of 
illness,  desquamating  ; at  the  same  time  two  others  from  the 
same  family  were  admitted  with  rash. 

One  Nurse  at  the  Hospital  contracted  Scarlet  Fever. 
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Five  of  the  cases  developed  Chickenpox  in  Hospital. 

Two  cases  notified  as  Scarlet  Fever  were,  on  admission, 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Rubella.

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Six  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Four  were  admitted  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  1 to  the  City 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  1 remained  at  home. 

There  were  two  deaths,  1 at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  1 
at  home. 

Five  of  the  cases  were  proved  by  bacteriological  tests  to 
be  paratyphoid  B.,  and  the  other  case  was  diagnosed  without 
a blood  test. 

hour  cases  occurred  in  one  family.  The  first  was  found, 
on  investigation,  to  have  been  drinking  water  from  the  river 
and  other  water  courses,  and  had  been  ill  three  or  four  weeks 
prior  to  being  admitted  to  the  Royal  Infirmary.  This  case 
died.  The  three  other  cases  in  this  family  were  admitted  to 
the  Infirmary  and  recovered. 
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The  other  case  which  died,  was  notified  on  the  same  day 
as  death  took  place,  having  been  ill  only  a few  days.  On 
investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  son  of  this  patient  had  had 
para-typhoid  B.  at  the  end  of  1924,  and  as  no  other  probable 
source  of  infection  could  be  traced,  a test  was  made  on  the 
faeces  of  the  boy  which  was  found  to  be  negative.

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  3 were 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Infirmary. 

Five  deaths  occurred,  1 at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  4 at 
home. 

No  connection  between  any  of  the  cases  could  be  traced. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One  case  was 
admitted  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  no  case  was  there  permanent  damage  to  the  sight. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Of  the  5 cases  notified  2 died,  and  in  addition  there  were 
2 deaths,  1 an  unnotified  case  and  1 transferred. 

B 
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This  state  of  affairs  is  not  satisfactory,  as  it  is  obvious 
that  the  notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  is  very  incomplete. 

Case  i. —This  was  a non-notified  case,  and  was  reported 
as  dying  in  the  Gloucester  Royal  Infirmary  from  Puerperal 

Septicaemia. 

Case  2. This  case  was  discharged  by  the  midwife  on  the 

ioth  day  with  normal  temperature  and  pulse.  On  the  13th  day 
was  found  to  have  temperature  and  pulse,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  Union  Infirmary,  being  transferred  to  the  Gloucester 
Royal  Infirmary  four  days  later  and  recovered. 

Case  3. This  case  was  notified  by  the  Gloucester  Royal 

Infirmary  on  the  day  of  death,  2nd  May,  1925.  The  confinement 
took  place  on  the  2nd  April,  1925,  and  was  attended  by  the  same 
midwife  as  the  previous  case.  Rise  of  temperature  took  place 
on  the  2nd  day.  The  Placenta  was  unhealthy,  and  the  infant 

feeble. 

Case  4.— Notified  on  the  26th  May,  1925,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital  the  same  day,  and  was  transferred 
to  the  Gloucester  Royal  Infirmary  on  12th  June,  1925,  on 
account  of  Pleural  Effusion.  Date  of  birth,  23rd  May,  1925. 
This  patient  refused  to  have  the  Doctor  called  in,  though  it  was 
recommended,  on  account  of  “ Retained  Placenta  and  Bad 
Tear  and  Laceration.”  The  temperature  was  above  normal 
during  delivery,  and  a Doctor  was  called  in  on  the  26th  despite 
the  objection  of  the  husband.  This  case  recovered. 

Case  5. — This  case  was  notified  on  the  3rd  June,  1925,  and 
was  treated  at  a Nursing  Home  and  recovered. 

Case  6. — This  case  was  notified  after  death,  on  the  14th 
September,  1925.  The  confinement  was  normal  and  took  place 
on  6th  September,  1925.  There  was  a rise  in  temperature  on 
the  second  day,  and  the  case  was  removed  to  the  Gloucester 
Royal  Infirmary  and  died  on  the  13th  September,  1925. 

Case  7. — This  case  was  a transferred  death. 
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Of  the  cases  that  died  in  the  City  : — 

One  was  not  notified. 

One  was  notified  on  day  of  death. 

One  was  notified  after  death. 

In  the  notified  cases  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
makes  all  necessary  enquiries  and  interviews  the  midwife 
concerned.  She  also  ensures  that  satisfactory  disinfection  is 
carried  out. 

MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  MEASLES. 

893  cases  of  Measles,  and  555  cases  of  German  Measles 
were  notified  during  the  year. 

From  July  onwards  the  outbreak  became  very  prevalent, 
and  reached  its  height  during  November  and  December. 

24  cases  of  Measles  were  admitted  to  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  6 cases  of  German  Measles  from  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  2 of  the  latter  being  admitted  as  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  One  case  of  Measles  was  also  admitted  from  the  County. 

The  cases  admitted  to  Hospital  were  either  on  account  of 
complications  or  poor  home  conditions. 

The  complications  consisted  of  : — Myocarditis  1,  Bronchitis 
6 and  Pneumonia  5. 

Two  cases  died  in  Hospital  due  to  complications  : — 
Pneumonia  in  1 case,  and  Bronchitis  in  the  other. 

Altogether  14  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Measles 
during  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

469  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Eight  were 
admitted  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital,  all  of  whom  recovered. 

Eight  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  Whooping  Cough 
during  the  year. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

225  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

All  cases  were  visited  by  the  Medical  Staff  where  any  doubt 
existed  as  to  the  diagnosis  of  the  case.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tuberculosis  work  in  the  City  is  carried  out  in  association 
with  that  of  the  County,  under  the  control  of  the  Gloucester- 
shire Joint  Committee  for  Tuberculosis. 

The  Dispensary  is  conducted  at  Barton  Street,  and  meets 
on  Tuesdays  at  3 p.m. 

The  Sanatorium,  Standish  House,  Stonehouse,  is  provided 
by  the  Joint  Committee,  and  cases  of  a suitable  nature  from  the 
City  are  sent  there. 

The  accommodation  is  : — 

Men  ...  73  beds.  (20  for  advanced  cases). 

Women  ...  26  ,, 

Boys  ...  39  ,, 

Girls  ...  17  ,, 

Children  under  7 ...  20  cots. 

In  addition  26  beds  are  available  for  advanced  cases  at  the 
City  Isolation  Hospital.  Accommodation  : — Women  18,  Men  6. 

During  the  year  108  Primary  Notifications  were  received, 
of  which  two  were  duplicates.  77  related  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  29  to  non-pulmonary  cases. 
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There  were  72  deaths  during  the  year,  of  which  57  were 
due  to  Pulmonary,  and  15  to  non-pulmonary  forms  of  the 

disease. 

28  of  the  patients  notified  during  1925  died  during  the  year. 
The  death-rate  for  the  year  per  1,000  population  was  1.4. 

From  reports  received  of  fresh  cases  during  the  year  the 
conditions  as  to  overcrowding  do  not  appear  to  be  any  better 
than  those  referred  to  in  the  report  for  1924.

To  ensure  that  only  names  of  patients  still  suffering  fiom 
Tuberculosis  and  resident  in  the  City  are  kept  on  the  Registei, 
the  following  procedure,  as  suggested  in  Circular  549,  dated 
22nd  December,  1924,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  is 
observed  : — 

In  addition  to  the  removal  of  cases  who  have  died  or  have 
ceased  permanently  to  reside  within  the  City,  the  following 
are  removed  from  the  Registers  where  after  notification  : 

(a)  Diagnosis  is  agreed  not  established. 

(b)  Patient  attained  condition  regarded  as  cured. 

As  regards  (a),  such  cases  are  removed  from  the  Register 
only  with  the  assent  of  the  notifying  practitioner,  unless  he  is 
no  longer  available  for  consultation. 
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As  regards  (b),  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  removed 
from  the  Registers  after  5 years,  if,  during  that  period  there 
have  been  no  symptoms  of  Tuberculosis  and  no  signs  of 
Tuberculous  Disease. 


Cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  removed  from 
the  Register  after  3 years,  if,  during  that  period,  there  have 
been  no  signs  or  symptoms  of  active  disease.

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  a very  definite 
decrease  in  infant  mortality,  the  figure  for  the  year  1925  being 
the  lowest  on  record. 

One  curious  fact  is  that  the  death-rate  amongst  illegitimate 
children  was  Nil. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  Premature  Birth  and 
Congenital  Defects  (amongst  which  should  be  included  most  of 
the  deaths  due  to  Debility  and  Marasmus),  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  increase  in  ante-natal  supervision  which  is  now  developing 
will  lead  to  a reduction  in  these  figures  which  are,  in  fact,  a 
considerable  improvement  on  those  of  the  previous  yeai. 

Whooping  Cough  was  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  five 
children  under  1 year.  It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  get  people 
to  realise  that  this  disease  is  a very  serious  and  fatal  condition 
in  young  children.  All  the  eight  deaths  due  to  this  disease 
were  in  children  under  5 years  of  age.

Miss  Palmer  and  Miss  MacDonald  attend  every  Centre 
and  when  necessary  two  Health  Visitors  attend  at  each  Centre. 

In  addition,  Miss  Palmer  is  in  attendance  each  morning 
at  5,  Barton  Street,  the  Headquarters  of  the  Gloucester  Voluntary 
Association  for  Infant  Welfare,  and  many  mothers  call  for  advice. 

The  following  Table  summarises  the  work  carried  out  at 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  Centres  during  the  year 
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The  Superintendent  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  reports  . 

In  presenting  a report  of  the  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  for  the  year  1925,  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a decrease 
in  the  total  attendances  of  Mothers  as  compared  with  last 
year,  and  an  increase  in  the  attendance  of  Expectant  Mothers. 

At  Southend  and  Tyndale  Centres  the  numbers  sometimes 
seem  almost  too  large  to  be  adequately  dealt  with  at  one  session. 
These  two  Centres  ran  each  other  very  closely  for  the  Competitive 
Shield  awarded  by  Mrs.  J.  O.  Roberts.  Tyndale  winning  by 
a small  majority. 

There  was  a decrease  both  at  Kingsholm  and  at  Tredworth 
during  the  year,  but  Westgate  has  maintained  its  good  numbers. 

The  attendance  of  toddlers — children  between  two  years 
and  school  age — is  not  so  good  as  could  be  wished,  there  being 
a decrease  of  about  100  since  1924.  This  fact  emphasises  the 
difficulty  of  dealing  with  this  class  of  children,  when,  so  often, 
there  is  a younger  baby,  and  the  mother  cannot  bring  two  to 
the  centres,  and  the  toddler  s health  suffers  accordingly. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  been  changed  to  Tuesday 
afternoon,  it  being  found  that  a morning  session  was  not 
convenient  for  the  majority  of  the  mothers.  The  attendances 
have  been  increased  since  the  change. 

The  Mothercraft  and  Nursing  Exhibition  held  in  March, 
proved  of  great  instructive  value  to  the  mothers  of  Gloucester, 
as  well  as  to  the  Nurses,  both  of  whom  attended  in  large  numbers. 
Special  interest  was  shown  in  the  exhibits  and  demonstrations 
connected  with  the  feeding  and  care  of  the  infant,  the  care 
of  the  expectant  mother,  and  the  lying-in  period.  The  fact 
that  many  intelligent  questions  were  asked  substantiates  the 
keen  interest  taken  in  these  subjects.

Of  the  160  women  treated,  37  were  given  special  treatment 
for  “ Pyorrhoea  of  the  Gums.”  It  might  be  said,  in  passing, 
that  most  of  the  cases  are  serious  and  present  most  unhealthy 
mouths.  A general  anaesthetic  frequently  has  to  be  given  for 
multiple  extractions.  In  all  613  teeth  were  extracted  during 
the  five  years  under  survey.  It  is  seldom  that  one  finds  a case 
suitable  for  fillings  and  preservation  of  the  teeth. 

Increasing  cases  were  met  asking  for  treatment  of  children 
under  school  age.  During  1925  those  requests  were  complied 
with,  and  22  “Toddlers”  were  treated.  The  work  is  of  the 
highest  importance,  as,  in  nearly  every  case,  the  child  was 
found  to  be  in  poor  health  owing  to  the  presence  of  septic 

teeth  in  the  mouth. 
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SCHOOL  AND  DENTAL  CLINICS. 

The  School  Clinic  is  carried  out  at  the  Health  Office,  New 
Inn  Lane,  and  is  open  every  morning  during  the  school  term, 
except  Saturdays,  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  eye  and 
car  defects,  and  special  inspection,  Dr.  Colquhoun  and  the 
School  Nurses  being  in  attendance. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  also  held  at  the  same  address,  Mr. 
Machin,  the  School  Dentist,  being  in  attendance. 

These  Clinics  are  provided  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority. 


NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

(a)  General. — No  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Local  Authority  for  general  nursing  in  the  home. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Nursing  and  Midwifery  in  the  City 
is  carried  out  by  the  Gloucester  District  Nursing  Society,  a 
Voluntary  Institution,  with  a Staff  of  i Superintendent,  5 
Mid  wives,  8 pupils,  and  5 General  District  Nurses. 

( b ) For  Infectious  Diseases. — There  is  no  provision  for 
nursing  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  their  homes.  Cases  of 
Measles,  &c.,  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff,  who 
advise  on  the  general  care  and  precautions  to  be  taken. 

In  cases  of  necessity,  patients  suffering  from  Measles, 
Pneumonia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  Puerperal  Fever, 
are  treated  at  the  City  Isolation  Hospital. 

MIDWIVES. 

No  practising  midwives  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

There  were  10  independent  midwives  practising  in  the  City 
during  the  year  who  attended  a total  of  142  cases.  748  cases 
were  attended  by  midwives  of  the  District  Nursing  Society.

The  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the 
fees  in  these  cases,  and  recovers,  if  possible,  the  whole  or  part 
of  the  cost  from  the  patient. 

A Maternity  Home  comprising  8 beds  is  conducted  by  the 
District  Nursing  Society. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  this  Society  for  cases 
to  be  admitted  when  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  on  account  of  complications  or  poor  home  conditions. 
The  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  payment  as  in  cases 
where  medical  assistance  is  called  for  by  Medical  Help  Forms.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

The  Special  Designations  under  which  Milk  may  be  sold, 
or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  in  pursuance  of  this  Order  are 
the  following,  namely,  “Certified,”  “Grade  A (Tuberculin 
tested),”  “ Grade  A,”  and  “ Pasteurised.” 

No  Designated  Milk  is  produced  within  the  City,  but 
supplies  (Certified  only)  from  certain  producers  outside  the  City 
are  delivered  at  two  local  depots.  Ten  retailers  licences  have 
been  granted  and  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  sale 
of  this  product,  which  is,  after  all,  nothing  more  than  clean  milk 
produced  and  retailed  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  forty-four  samples 
of  Certified  Milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  of  these,  twelve  were  reported  as  not  being 
up  to  standard.  The  producers  concerned  were  communicated 
with  and  further  samples  examined  showed  improvement. 

With  the  exception  of  a small  percentage  the  bulk  supply  of 
non-graded  milk  is  produced  outside  the  City  and  such  supply 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  in  regard  to  cleanliness. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

With  a view  to  gaining  some  exact  knowledge  of  the 
cleanliness  of  milk  entering  the  City  a number  of  samples  were 
taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  results  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  : — 


Bacillus  Coli  Present  in 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  bacterial  count  for  the  samples 
taken  in  June  is  very  much  higher  than  for  those  taken  in  the 
colder  months.  This  is  what  one  would  expect. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  B.  Coli  was  found  in  every 
specimen  taken  in  warm  or  cold  weather.  This  denotes  definite 
contamination,  and  with  proper  care  should  not  occur,  as  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  samples  of  “ Certified  Milk” — i.e.,  milk 
produced  with  due  consideration  to  the  claims  of  cleanliness- 
submitted  to  examination  during  the  summer  months  did  not 
contain  this  Bacillus. 

In  all  cases  where  the  report  was  unsatisfactory  the  producer 
was  notified,  and  the  hope  expressed  that  steps  would  be  taken 
to  bring  about  an  improvement.  In  most  cases  the  producer 
expressed  his  intention  to  do  his  best  with  regard  to  the  matter. 

The  taking  of  these  samples  will  be  continued,  and  it  is 
proposed,  in  cases  where  the  findings  are  unsatisfactory,  to  notify 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  milk 
is  produced,  in  addition  to  the  producer. 

When  public  opinion  demands  a satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  articles  of  food,  &c.,  the 
required  standard  will  rapidly  be  attained. 

Only  a very  small  quantity  of  milk  is  sold  from  shops 
within  the  City,  the  bulk  being  dealt  with  by  house-to-house 
delivery. 

The  majority  of  the  Retail  Purveyors  procure  their  milk 
supply  from  two  Milk  Depots  in  the  City  which  receive  their 
supplies  from  farms  in  the  surrounding  districts.

MEAT  REGULATIONS. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  came  into 
operation  on  April  1st,  1925,  and  gave  new  powers  dealing 
with  the  slaughtering  of  animals,  examination  of  meat,  and  the 
exposing  of  meat  for  sale. 

The  Regulations  are  very  defined  with  regard  to  slaughtering 
and  examination  of  meat,  but  the  clauses  dealing  with  the 
exposure  of  meat  for  sale  are  exceedingly  vague  and  liable  to 
widely  differing  interpretation  according  to  the  point  of  view 
from  which  they  are  approached  (Retailer  or  Health 
Department). 

A copy  of  the  Regulations  and  the  accompanying  Circular 
was  forwarded  to  all  meat  retailers,  &c.,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  attended  meetings  of  all  meat 
retailers  and  of  the  representatives  of  the  Butchers’  Association. 

At  these  meetings  the  Regulations  were  gone  through  in 
detail,  and  the  widely  discussed  question  as  to  whether  all 
butchers’  shops  must  have  glass  windows  was  considered.  The 
view  of  the  Department  was  that  though  the  Regulations  did 
not  insist  on  the  provision  of  glass  windows,  the  old  system 
of  exposing  meat  in  open  shop  fronts  must  cease,  and  that 
probably  the  easiest  and  least  expensive  way  of  dealing  with 
this  matter  would  be  the  provision  of  a satisfactory  glass  window. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  all  Butchers’  shops  in  the 
City  are  now  provided  with  proper  glass  fronts,  and  in  practically 
all  cases  these  glass  fronts  are  permanently  fixed  with  a view 
to  preserving  the  meat  from  contamination.  The  butchers 
have  thus  proved  themselves  eager  to  retail  their  produce  in 
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a proper  manner,  but  in  a few  cases,  certain  butchers  had  to  be 
cautioned  regarding  the  keeping  of  windows  open  ; the  same 
applied  in  regard  to  certain  provision  shops  where  bacon,  See., 
was  exposed  for  sale. 

As  in  the  case  of  milk,  public  opinion  must  call  for  proper 
protection  of  articles  intended  for  human  consumption. 


MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  eighteen  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  City, 
thirteen  of  which  are  held  under  annual  license,  the  remaining 
five  being  registered.  Slaughtering  is  carried  on  by  thirty-five 
different  butchers,  twenty-two  of  whom  have  submitted  notice 
of  fixed  times  for  slaughtering,  the  remaining  thirteen  giving 
separate  notice  for  each  time  of  slaughtering.

Where  notice  of  fixed  times  for  slaughtering  has  been 
given,  under  the  Regulations,  the  removal  of  carcases  and  offals 
(provided  there  is  no  sign  of  disease)  may,  and  in  the  case  of 
offals  sometimes  does,  take  place  at  any  time  during  the  hours 
specified  in  the  notice.  This  frequently  necessitates  two  or  three 
visits  in  place  of  one  only  when  separate  notice  is  given  for  each 
time  of  slaughtering. 


Diseased  and  unsound  carcases  and  parts  of  such  are  dealt 
with  at  the  premises  of  a Local  Fat  Extractor,  and  offals  along 
with  other  articles  of  unsound  food  are  drenched  with  a liquid 
disinfectant  and  afterwards  dealt  with  at  a manure  works. 


It  has  not  been  found  possible  to  adopt  any  system  of 
meat  marking. 

No  meat  is  sold  from  open  stalls  within  the  City,  the  only 
stalls  for  such  trading  being  within  an  enclosed  market. 
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There  are  two  cold  stores  within  the  City  both  of  which 
are  regularly  visited  as  well  as  all  places  where  meat  is  stored 
or  exposed  for  sale. 

In  connection  with  conveyance  of  meat  by  vehicles  or  other 
means  no  trouble  was  experienced  in  having  the  Regulations

The  procedure  of  making  Closing  Orders  to  be  followed 
by  Demolition  Orders  has  proved  totally  inadequate  to  deal 
with  this  problem  and  it  has  become  the  practice  of  the 
Department  to  make  formal  representations  only  in  those 
cases  where  a house,  not  fit  for  habitation,  becomes  vacant, 
or  in  cases  where  the  house  is  in  such  a condition  as  to  be 
dangerous  to  its  inhabitants. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  present  year  the  Council  will 
consider  schemes  for  dealing  with  this  serious  problem.  Such 
schemes  must  combine  the  clearing  away  of  these  unsatisafetory 
dwellings  with  the  re-housing  of  the  inhabitants.

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STORAGE  OF  REFUSE,  Ele. 

In  the  two  previous  reports  special  reference  has  been 
made  to  this  subject. 

I regret  to  state  that  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
undesirable  methods  existing,  but  it  is  more  satisfactory  to 
know  that  the  subject  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Streets 
Committee,  and  the  latest  methods  of  dealing  with  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  are  at  present  under  consideration. 

With  the  adoption  of  new  methods  it  is  hoped  that  the 
unsightly  and  insanitary  uncovered  waste  receptacles  will 
disappear. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  few  exceptions  water  closets  (connected  to  the  sewers) 
are  provided  for  all  houses  in  the  City. 

Each  house,  however,  has  not  a separate  water  closet, 
as  in  some  of  the  old  and  poor  type  of  cottage  property  one 
w.c.  serves  for  two  and  sometimes  three  cottages. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  exceptions  which,  from  their 
position,  are  beyond  the  statutory  distance  from  a sewer,  or  at 
such  a level  as  to  prevent  their  being  connected  to  same  : —

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  City  is  supplied  with  water  from  three  cources 

(1)  Witcombe  Reservoirs  with  their  Catchment  Area. 

(2)  Newent  Pumping  Station — Deep  well. 

(3)  Ketford  Pumping  Station — Deep  well. 

The  water  from  Witcombe  is  filtered  before  distribution. 

All  the  waters  are  hard,  particularly  those  from  the  deep 
wells. 

Close  supervision  was  exercised  on  the  water  supply  during 
the  year,  136  samples  being  submitted  to  analysis. 
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The  particular  points  under  observations  were  : — 

(1)  The  shortest  storage  time  necessary  in  the  Witcombe 
Reservoirs  to  bring  about  a satisfactory  condition  of 
the  water. 

(2)  An  endeavour  by  variations  in  pumping  to  bring  about 
a reduction  in  the  “ total  dissolved  solid  matter”  in 
the  water  from  No.  2 Borehole  at  Ketford.  This 
figure  varies  from  119  to  139  parts  per  100,000,  but  is 
reduced  to  a satisfactory  figure  by  mixture  with  Newent 
water  before  distribution.

To  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Gloucester  Port 

Sanitary  Authority. 


By  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  issued  in 
1894,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  the  City  of  Gloucester, 
acting  by  the  Council  as  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority,  were 
permanently  constituted  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  for  the 
Port  Sanitary  District  of  Gloucester. 


By  the  same  Order  it  was  directed  that  the  following 
should  contribute  towards  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  : —

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  extends 

over  an  area  which  may  shortly  be  described  as  comprising 

the  Docks  at  Gloucester  and  Sharpness  with  the  Gloucester  and 

Berkeley  Canal,  and  the  eastern  side  of  the  waterway  from 

Sharpness  to  the  site  of  the  Severn  Tunnel,  where  the  Port  of 

Bristol  ends.  The  Authority’s  jurisdiction  also  extends  over 

the  places  appointed  as  Customs  Boarding  Stations,  or  as 

mooiing  or  anchorage  stations,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 

the  spread  of  disease,  and  also  extends  to  any  ship  directed  to 

be  moored  or  anchored  there,  or  which  is  on  its  way  to  such 
station 
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TRADE. 

During  the  year  1,298  vessels  with  a total  net  tonnage 
of  184,397  entered  the  Port. 

The  chief  imports  from  “ Foreign  ” were  timber,  various 
kinds  of  grain,  cotton  seed,  sugar  and  general  merchandise. 

There  was  very  little  export  trade,  vessels  generally  sail 
“light”  for  one  of  the  other  Channel  Ports  for  loading. 

Imports  “ Coastwise  ” were  flour,  various  kinds  of  grain, 
cotton  seed,  linseed,  ground  nuts,  china  clay,  cement,  stones, 
and  general  merchandise.

SANITATION  OF  VESSELS. 


The  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  is  Mr.  E.  Upham,  who  is 
also  Canal  Boat  Inspector,  and  one  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
for  the  City.  He  is  stationed  at  Gloucester  and  makes  frequent 
visits  to  Sharpness  to  make  inspections  of  all  shipping  there,  and 
carries  out  all  the  work  at  the  Gloucester  Docks. 

The  Assistant  Port  Sanitary  Inspector  is  stationed  at 
Sharpness,  where  he  is  also  Harbour  Master.  He  carries  out 
any  duties  required  of  him,  mostly  in  connection  with  vessels 
from  “ infected  ” ports,  and  also  the  serving  of  notices  re  Rats 
and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919.

No  special  arrangements,  other  than  the  ordinary  Post 
Office  arrangements  for  receiving  wireless  messages,  are  provided 
at  either  Sharpness  or  Gloucester. 


PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITIES  (INFECTIOUS  DISEASES) 

ORDER,  1920. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  ist  August,  1920, 
and  give  greater  power  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
prevent  the  importation  and  spread  of  disease,  and  for  cleansing 
and  disinfecting  verminous  persons  and  their  belongings. 

They  also  place  a specific  obligation  on  the  Master  of  any 
ship  to  notify  any  case  of  infectious  disease  on  board,  and  of  any 
circumstances  on  board  the  ship  likely  to  lead  to  infection  or 
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the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  including  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  ship  and  the  presence  of  dead  rats  or  mortality  or  sickness 
among  rats  in  the  ship. 

PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Regulations  relating  to  this  disease  were  made  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  12th  July,  1916,  enabling  the  Local 
Authority  to  make  arrangements  with  the  Managers  of  Hospitals 
approved  by  the  Board  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

A further  letter  was  issued  with  respect  to  the  treatment 
of  sailors  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Port  Sanitary 
Authorities. 

Leaflets  giving  information  where  treatment  may  be 
obtained,  and  also  giving  information  on  the  dangers  of: 
Venereal  Disease  are  distributed  to  seamen  arriving  in  the  port. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Gloucester  Royal 
Infirmary  for  any  sailors  requiring  treatment  to  attend  there 
on  certain  days. 


HOSPITALS. 

At  Sharpness  Docks  there  is  a Hospital  of  one  ward  with 
five  beds  at  which  a caretaker  resides.  Adjoining  is  a mortuary 
and  small  washhouse. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a Hospital  of  five  beds  in  one  ward, 
a mortuary,  washhouse  and  watchman’s  hut  at  the  entrance 
gate,  existed  at  Gloucester  Docks.  These  huts  have  now  been 
removed  to  the  City  Smallpox  Hospital,  Longford,  with  a view 
to  increasing  the  accommodation  there,  and  will  be  utilised  for 
the  reception  of  smallpox  cases  from  the  Port  as  well  as  the  City. 

The  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  at  the  City  Hospital 
is  available  for  the  Port  when  required. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  various  foodstuffs  imported  are  given  in  a preceding 
paragraph  on  Trade. 
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There  is  no  cold  storage  accommodation  either  at  Sharpness 
or  at  Gloucester  Docks. 

On  the  ist  June,  1925,  new  Regulations  called  the  Public 
Health  (Imported  Food)  Regulations,  1925,  came  into  operation. 

RAT  DESTRUCTION. 

No  special  steps  are  taken  at  Sharpness  or  Gloucester  with 
reference  to  the  destruction  of  rats  on  ships  from  infected  or 
suspected  ports  or  otherwise. 

No  Rat  Catcher  has  been  appointed  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority. 

All  ships  from  infected  ports  are  inspected  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  attention  of  the  Master  is  specially 
drawn  to  the  importance  of  rats  and  their  destruction.  He 
(the  Master)  is  interrogated  with  reference  to  the  mortality 
amongst  rats  during  the  voyage  and  advised  as  to  the  setting 
of  traps  and  the  destruction  of  rats  caught  in  the  traps. 

Notices  are  posted  in  the  vessel  and  served  on  all  Masters. 

The  notices  served  under  the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  and 
Plague  Regulations,  1909,  Art.  XIII.  (1  and  2),  Art.  XIV.  (1 
and  2),  require  the  Masters  to  take  certain  precautions  to  prevent 
rats  passing  from  the  ship  to  the  shore  or  to  other  vessels 
moored  alongside. 

No  Rat  Catcher  has  been  appointed  by  the  Gloucester 
Health  Authority.  One  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  acts  as  Rat 
Officer  and  regularly  visits  the  Dock  warehouses  and  wharves, 
and  advises  with  regard  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  the 
prevention  of  rat  infestation  of  the  warehouses. 

I am  informed  that  no  special  methods  of  rat  destruction 
are  carried  out  111  the  warehouses,  etc.,  of  the  Port  of  Sharpness.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1925 


1.— STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service  employed  in 
connection  with  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  children 
attending  the  Schools  under  the  Local  Education  Authority 
consists  of  : — 

(1)  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  City  and  Port. 

(2)  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City. 

(3)  One  whole-time  School  Dentist,  who  also  acts,  after 
school  hours,  as  Dental  Officer  under  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

(4)  Consulting  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  (of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  Staff),  who  sees  all  cases  referred  to  him  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  advises  as  to,  and  carries 
out,  operations. 

(5)  Two  School  Nurses,  who  attend  the  School  Clinic  and 
at  Schools  during  Routine  Medical  Inspections.  They 
carry  out  inspections  at  Schools  for  verminous 
conditions  ; visit  schools  and  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  following  up  cases  referred  for  treatment,  and  visit 
mental  and  other  defectives. 

The  second  School  Nurse  was  appointed  during  the 
year,  and  commenced  her  duties  on  July  1st. 

(6)  Two  Clerks ; one  devotes  her  time  to  the  School  Medical 
Department,  and  the  other  assists  in  the  Clinical  work 
of  the  School  Dentist  and  at  School  Dental  Inspections. 
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2. — CO-ORDINATION. 

The  co-ordination  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Health 
Department  is  maintained  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  in 
his  capacity  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  is  under  the  direct 
administration  and  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Children  up  to  the  age  of  5 years  are  dealt  with  under  the 
Infant  Welfare  Scheme. 

On  the  admission  of  children  to  School,  their  Child  Welfare 
records  are  forwarded  to  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  responsible  for  the  examination  of  Entrants  in  the  Schools. 

No  Nursery  Schools  have  been  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE  IN  RELATION 
TO  PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

3.  — SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

Surroundings. — With  two  or  three  exceptions,  the 
surroundings  of  the  Schools  in  the  City  are  fairly  open. 

I hope  that  when  the  provision  of  further  Schools  is  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Education  Committee,  the  question 
of  building  Schools  in  such  a way  that  one  side  of  every  class 
room  is  of  such  a nature  that  it  can  be  removed  completely, 
giving  free  access  to  fresh  air,  will  be  considered. 

Ventilation.— The  ventilation  of  all  Schools  is  by  natural 
means,  and  where  full  advantage  is  taken  of  these  means,  may 
be  considered  satisfactory. 

In  several  cases  the  ventilation  of  class  rooms  could  be 
improved  bv  the  provision  of  cross  ventilation  into  the  Central 

Hall. 

Lighting.— (a)  Natural.— The  natural  lighting,  with  the 
exception  of  the  older  Schools,  is  fairly  satisfactory. 
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(b)  Artificial.— In  Schools  where  electric  light  has  been 
installed  the  conditions  are  satisfactory,  but  in  some  of  the 
Schools  where  gas  is  still  in  use,  the  conditions  leave  much  to 

be  desired. 

Warming . — The  heating  of  the  Schools  where  the  central 
heating  system  is  utilised  is  satisfactory.  In  the  older  Schools 
where  open  fire  places  are  in  use,  complaints  have  been  received 
in  regard  to  the  temperature.  During  the  recent  cold  spell 
temperatures  ranging  from  50  to  32  degrees  Fahr.  were  recorded. 

In  one  School  the  provision  of  a movable  partition  in  the 
large  school  room  has  materially  improved  the  warming  of  the 
School,  and  caused  it  to  be  much  less  draughty. 

Equipment. — The  equipment  of  the  modern  Schools  is 
good  on  the  whole. 

Sanitation. — With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  older 
Schools,  the  sanitary  conditions  generally  are  fairly  satisfactory, 
and  water  carriage  is  general  in  all. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

Type  and  Condition  of  Desks.— In  many  Schools  there  still 
remain  a number  of  desks  without  back  rests.  These  cannot  be 
considered  satisfactory  and  should  be  replaced. 

Sanitary  Conveniences  and  Lavatories. — Although  there  are 
a fair  number  of  flushing  rim  pedestal  water  closets  in  use,  the 
glazed  trough  system  with  automatic  flush  still  predominates. 
These  large  closets  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  trough  closets  at  two  Schools  have  been 
replaced  by  satisfactory  pedestal  water  closets. 

Urinals. — The  most  common  type  is  the  slate  slab  stall, 
with,  in  some  cases,  automatic  flushes,  and  in  others,  periodic 
flushing  by  means  of  a stop  tap.  In  a few  cases  glazed  earthen- 
ware urinals  are  installed. 
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Water  Supply  for  Washing  and  Drinking  Purposes. — 

Although  the  modern  Schools  are  fairly  satisfactory  in  this 
respect,  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  certain  Schools  of 
the  older  type. 

Cleanliness  of  School  Rooms  and  Cloak  Rooms. — An 

improvement  has  taken  place  in  some  of  the  Schools  of  late, 
but  in  some  of  the  older  Schools,  with  boarded  and  badly  worn 
floors  and  open  fire-places,  difficulty  seems  to  be  experienced 
in  keeping  the  School  Rooms  up  to  the  desired  standard.  Play 
grounds  which  are  not  impervious  are  also  factors  which  cause 
difficulty  in  this  respect. 

A new  schedule  of  caretakers’  duties  has  been  drawn  up 
during  the  year,  and  this  should  lead  to  general  improvement  in 
the  cleanliness  of  School  premises. 

It  is  of  little  use  impressing  on  the  children  the  necessity 
for,  and  advantages  of,  cleanliness,  where  the  premises  in  which 
such  lessons  are  given  are  far  from  clean.  School  class  rooms 
and  buildings  should  be  a standing  object  lesson  in  cleanliness 
to  the  children. 

Arrangements  for  Drying  Children’s  Clothes  and  Roots. — 

The  only  Schools  in  which  arrangements  are  made  for  this 
service  are  where  central  heating  is  installed. 

Warming  up  of  Meals  brought  to  School  by  the  Children. — 

This  being  an  Urban  District  where  the  homes  of  the  children 
are  in  the  close  vicinity  of  the  School  at  which  they  attend,  no 
provision  for  the  warming  up  of  meals  has  been  found  necessary. 

4.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Notices  of  the  intended  visits  of  the  School  Medical  Officer 
to  carry  out  Routine  Medical  Inspection  are  sent  to  the  Head 
Teachers.  When  children  are  being  inspected  for  the  first  time, 
notices  are  also  sent  out  from  the  School  Medical  Department 
to  the  parents  inviting  them  to  be  present  at  the  inspection 
of  their  children  and  asking  for  particulars  of  any  previous

illness.  At  other  inspections  the  children  are  instructed  by 
the  Head  Teacher  to  inform  their  parents  of  the  date  and 
time  of  the  inspection  so  that  they  may  be  present. 

(a)  Ape  Groups.— Routine  Medical  Inspection  is  carried 
out  according  to  the  age  groups  laid  down  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  viz.  : — Entrants,  Intermediates,  and  Leavers. 

(b)  There  has  been  no  departure  from  the  Board’s  Schedule 
of  Medical  Inspection. 
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FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  AND  MEDICAL 
TREATMENT. 


The  number  of  children  on  the  School  Registers  for  the 
year  1925  was  7,884,  and  of  these  children  2,211  were  examined 
in  the  course  of  Routine  Medical  Inspection,  and  97  were 
examined  for  special  purposes,  making  a total  of  2,308.  In 
addition,  1,398  re -inspections  were  carried  out. 

From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a 
slight  decrease,  on  the  whole,  in  the  number  of  cases  found  to 
require  treatment  during  the  year  1925  compared  with  1924

(a)  Uneleanliness. — The  number  of  examinations  made  for 
uncleanliness  by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  was 
20,129,  and  the  number  of  re-examinations  3 >0I7-  These 
examinations  entailed  204  visits  to  Schools. 

688  children  were  found  with  hair  affected  by  Nits  (the 
eggs  of  the  head-louse),  and  145  infested  with  live  vermin 
at  the  time  of  inspection. 
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54§  following-up  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the 
children  suffering  from  these  conditions  by  the  School 
Nurses,  and  mothers  were  advised  how  to  get  rid  of  these 
conditions. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  School 
Medical  Sub-Committee  was  called  to  the  fact  that  in  a 
certain  number  of  cases  frequent  examinations  and  many 
home  visits  had  brought,  about  no  permanent  improvement 
in  the  cleanliness  of  the  children,  and  it  was  decided  that 
action  should  be  taken  under  Section  122  of  the  Children 
Act,  1908,  or  Section  87  of  the  Education  Act,  1921,  in 
selected  cases. 

(b)  Minor  Ailments. — All  cases  of  minor  ailments  found  in 
the  course  of  medical  inspection  are  referred  to  the  School 
Clinic,  for  treatment.  In  addition,  cases  are  sent  by  Head 
Teachers,  and  in  many  cases  the  parents  send  or  bring 
their  children  to  the  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  1,894  children  were  treated  at  the  School 
Clinic  for  minor  ailments,  and  the  number  of  attendances 
was  7,301. 

(c)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — 372  cases  of  enlarged  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids  were  found  in  the  course  of  Routine  Medical 
Inspection  during  the  year,  of  which  108  were  found  to 
require  treatment,  compared  with  325  cases  in  1924,  of  which 
70  required  treatment. 

In  addition,  several  children  brought  to  the  Clinic  were 
found  to  require  treatment  for  these  conditions. 

In  all  cases  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  where  operative 
treatment  is  considered  necessary,  the  parents  of  the 
children  are  informed,  and  advised  to  consult  their  own 
Medical  Attendant,  or  if  they  prefer,  are  sent  by  the 
Department  to  see  Dr.  Smurthwaite,  the  Nose  and  Throat 
Specialist  at  the  Royal  Infirmary.  If  the  opinion  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  is  confirmed  by  Dr.  Smurthwaite, 
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he  carries  out  the  necessary  operative  measures  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary. 

The  number  of  operations  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  1 13  compared  with  69  in  1924. 

(d)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing.— 48  children  were  found 
at  Medical  Inspection  to  be  suffering  from  these  defects, 
of  which  24  required  treatment. 

Altogether,  66  cases  were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic 
during  the  year. 

The  defects  treated  and  those  requiring  to  be  kept  under 
observation  were  as  follows  : —

Most  of  the  cases  found  to  require  treatment  were  dealt 
with  at  the  School  Clinic,  but  where  the  condition  was  due 
to,  or  associated  with,  Adenoids,  the  cases  were  referred 
to  Dr.  Smurthwaite. 

In  my  last  report  I dealt  with  the  necessity  of  teaching 
children  the  proper  way  of  breathing,  and  have  continued 
to  draw  the  attention  of  Head  Teachers  to  those  children 
who  require  special  “ Breathing  Exercises/’  These  exercises 
should  be  accompanied  by  “ Handkerchief  Drill,”  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  Teachers  will  give  this  matter  their 
attention. 

(<?)  Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  one  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  8 suspected  cases  were  found,  4 of  the 
latter  requiring  treatment.  3 Non-Pulmonary  cases  were 
also  found  of  which  2 required  treatment. 

All  cases  of  suspected  Tuberculosis,  and  many  delicate 
children,  are  sent  for  examination  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  who  makes  arrangement  for  treatment  if  he  considers 
necessary. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  children 
remaining  at  Standish  House  Sanatorium  on  31st  December, 
1924,  together  with  the  number  admitted  during  1925, 
and  the  result  of  treatment  of  those  discharged  : —

(/)  Skin  Diseases  * — 59  cases  of  various  skin  diseases  were 
discovered  during  Medical  Inspection,  of  which  16  required 
treatment. 


Children  suffering  from  skin  diseases  of  various  forms 
are  sent  by  Head  Teachers  or  Parents  to  the  School  Clinic, 
where  554  cases  were  treated  during  the  year.  These

(g)  External  Eye  Diseases. — The  number  of  cases  found  during 
Medical  Inspection  was  26,  of  which  8 required  treatment, 
the  remainder  being  kept  under  observation. 

102  cases  were  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic  during  the 
year.  These  consisted  of  : —

(h)  Vision. — 192  cases  of  defective  vision  were  discovered  in 
the  course  of  Routine  Medical  Inspection  during  the  year, 
of  which  65  were  recommended  for  refraction,  the  remainder 
being  kept  under  observation. 

In  addition  10  cases  of  squint  were  recommended  for 
treatment,  and  15  for  observation. 
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Practically  the  whole  of  the  refractions  were  carried 
out  at  the  School  Clinic  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  a few  attending  the  Eye  Department  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary  as  out-patients. 

Altogether  152  children  were  tested  for  errors  of  refraction 
including  squint,  and  117  were  ordered  spectacles  of  which 
1 12  were  supplied  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition, 
78  cases  of  other  defects  or  diseases  of  the  eyes  were  treated 
at  the  Clinic  during  the  year. 

(i)  Dental  Defects.-— During  Routine  Dental  Inspection  the 
School  Dentist  inspected  5,152  children,  also  889  specials 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  6,041.  2,500  of  these 

were  found  to  require  treatment  of  which  2,232  were 
treated  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 

658  children  were  discovered  in  the  course  of  Routine 
Medical  Inspection  with  dental  defects,  of  which  273  were 
referred  to  the  School  Dentist  for  treatment,  and  the 
remainder  for  observation. 

All  Elementary  Schools  were  visited  by  the  School 
Dentist  during  the  year,  and  treatment  offered  to  those 
children  who  were  found  with  dental  defects. 

The  children  attend  a fully  equipped  Dental  Clinic  at 
the  Health  Department,  New  Inn  Lane,  where  the  Dental 
Officer  and  his  Assistant  are  in  attendance. 

( j)  Crippling  Defects.— -There  are  19  boys  and  14  girls  attending 
the  Public  Elementary  Schools  who  are  suffering  from 
various  crippling  defects,  and  2 boys  and  3 girls  of  school 
age  who  are  not  attending  any  School  or  Institution. 
These  conditions  consist  of  : —

No  general  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Education  Committee  for  the  treatment  of  these  conditions. 

Two  cases  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee 
during  the  year,  of  which  one  is  receiving  treatment  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  other  is  at  present  under 
consideration. 


6.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  the  exclusion  of  patients  and  contacts 
regulated  accordingly. 

During  the  year  the  following  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
amongst  children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools  were

Whooping  Cough,  Measles  and  German  Measles  have  been 
very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  have  been  responsible  for 
very  poor  attendance  figures  at  some  of  the  Schools. 

•Certificates  under  Rule  23  2 (a),  Schedule  IV.  of  the 
Elementary  Education  Provisional  Code,  1919,  have  been  given 
for  six  Schools  on  account  of  Measles  and  German  Measles. 

7. — FOLLOWING -UP. 

The  names  of  all  children  found  to  require  treatment  at 
Medical  Inspection  arc  supplied  to  Head  Teachers,  and  these 
children  are  seen  periodically  by  the  School  Nurses  until  the 
defect  is  remedied. 
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The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  School  Nurses  to  the 
various  School  Departments  for  the  purpose  of  following-up 
treatment  cases  and  to  investigate  other  matters  was  418,  and 
visits  to  homes,  2,013. 

Following-up  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  essential 
parts  of  the  Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection,  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  above  figures  that  a considerable  amount  of  time  has 
been  devoted  to  this  work  during  the  year. 

8. — OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  are  no  organised  open-air  classes  in  association  with 
the  Schools,  and  it  is  only  occasionally  that  classes  are  held 
in  the  open  air. 

There  are  a large  number  of  delicate  children  attending 
the  Schools  who  would  benefit  by  being  educated  in  the  open  air. 

Special  attention  was  drawn  to  this  subject  in  the  1924 
report,  and  it  is  hoped  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  every 
opportunity  to  conduct  classes  out  of  doors. 


9.— PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

The  School  Medical  Officer,  during  his  tour  of  the  Schools 
at  Routine  Medical  Inspection,  sees  the  children  undergoing 
physical  training,  and.  where  necessary,  recommends  particular 
attention  to  certain  exercises. 

In  a few  cases  it  has  been  necessary  for  certain  children 
to  be  excused  drill  on  account  of  physical  defect. 

There  is  no  Area  Organizer  of  Physical  Training  for  the 
Schools  in  the  City. 


10.— PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  the  provision  of  meals. 
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11. — SCHOOL  BATHS. 

There  are  no  School  Baths,  but  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Authority  for  the  children  to  receive  instruction 
in  Swimming  and  obtain  certificates  of  proficiency  at  the 
Public  Baths. 

Instructions  are  given  that  children  who  are  not  in  a 
satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  should  not  be  permitted  to 
attend  the  baths. 

12. — CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

726  parents  attended  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections. 
This  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Where  a parent  of  a child,  who  is  found  to  be  suffering 
from  a defect  requiring  treatment,  does  not  attend,  one  of  the 
School  Nurses  visits  the  home,  and  it  is  seldom  that  the  parents 
are  not  willing  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the  School  Medical 
Staff. 

13.  — CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  Teachers  give  willing  assistance  in  arranging  for  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  their  scholars,  but  I am  of  opinion  that, 
in  some  cases,  more  could  be  done  to  bring  about  the  carrying- 
out  of  treatment  recommended,  and  to  this  end,  lists  of  all 
treatment  recommended  in  the  course  of  School  Medical 
Inspection  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Head  Teacners  in  the 
hope  that  they  will  use  their  influence  with  the  parents  and  the 
children  to  see  that  the  necessary  treatment  is  obtained. 

To  see  that  the  children  are  clean,  and  to  know  that  they 
are  in  a sound  physical  condition  should  surely  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Teacher,  and  these  conditions  cannot  be  dismissed 
with  the  thought  that  they  are  solely  the  concern  of  the  School 
Medical  Department.  Without  the  active,  interested  co- 
operation of  the  Teachers,  and  the  determination  on  their  part 
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to  assist  the  Department  in  its  efforts  to  have  defects  treated, 
in  addition  to  their  assistance  in  enabling  the  Department  to 
hnd  these  defects,  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department 
will  certainly  fail  to  achieve  the  measure  of  success  it  should. 

Those  responsible  for  the  educational  attainments  of  the 
children  should  have  an  equal  interest  in  the  physical  condition 
of  the  children  under  their  care,  particularly  as  in  some  cases 
the  treating  of  some  physical  disability,  (e.g.,  Adenoids,  or 
Defective  Eyesight)  may  be  responsible  for  the  definite 
improvement  in  a child’s  mentality. 

The  Teachers  afford  considerable  assistance  in  dealing 
with  cases  of  infectious  diseases  amongst  children  by  notifying 
the  School  Medical  Officer  of  suspected  cases.  These  cases 
are  visited  by  the  Medical  or  Nursing  Staff  and  any  necessary 
action  taken. 


14. — CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL 


ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 


The  School  Attendance  Officers,  as  in  the  past,  still  afford 
considerable  assistance  by  forwarding  information  to  the 
Department  of  cases  of  suspicious  illness  amongst  children  who 
are  absent  from  School  where  no  doctor  has  been  called  in. 


1 5#_C0- OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

Inspector  Rapson,  N.S.P.C.C.,  has  given  much  assistance 
when  asked  to  visit  homes  in  occasional  obstinate  cases,  and 
it  is  seldom  that  this  is  not  sufficient  to  bring  about  the  desired 
result. 


16.— BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  & EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 


During  the  year  the  lists  of  defective  children  have  been 
brought  up  to  date. 
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This  information  has  been  obtained  from  School  Medical 
Inspection,  reports  of  School  Nurses,  School  Attendance  Officers, 
&c. 

During  the  year  a Second  School  Nurse  was  appointed,  and 
one  of  her  first  duties  will  be  the  supervision  of  Mentally  Defective 
children,  particularly  with  respect  to  home  conditions. 

She  will  make  quarterly  visits  to  all  cases  and  visit  more 
frequently  where  indicated. 

No  Special  Schools  have  been  provided  by  the  Authority 
for  these  children. 


17. — NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

No  Nursery  Schools  have  been  provided  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority. 


1 8.— SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  children  of  the  four  Secondary  Schools  in  the  City, 
viz.  : — Sir  Thomas  Rich’s  and  The  Crypt,  for  Boys,  and  the 
Girl’s  High  School  and  Ribston  Hall,  for  Girls,  have  been 
medically  inspected  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  was  1,033, 
of  which  374  were  found  to  require  specific  Medical  or  Dental 
treatment,  vide  Table  A.  and  B.  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

In  the  case  of  girls,  the  parents  are  notified  of  the  date 
and  time  of  the  inspection  and  are  invited  to  be  present,  and  m 
the  event  of  a parent  not  being  present  where  a child  is  found 
to  be  suffering  from  a serious  defect,  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
fact  by  letter  advising  them  to  consult  their  own  medical 

practitioner. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Secondary  School 
Governors  for  Medical  or  Dental  Treatment.
